RELATIVE IMMUNITY OP 


NEGROES TO DISEASE 


NEWSPAPER! 


Although Negroes have a 
higher 


general death rate than have whites, 
they enjoy a greater 
deigree of im- 


munity from a number of important 
diseases, says the Statistical Bulletin 
of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance 


Company. A study of the facts may 
throw light upon the_nature of these 
diseases, on the processes of immuni- 
zation and on the racial traits'and 
tendencies of the colored people. 


Negroes are relatively free from 


such important epidemic diseases as 
measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria. 
In the case of each, environmental 
conditions among the Negroes would 
lead us to expect them to have higher 
case and death 
rates than do the 


whites. But as a matter of fact the 
reverse la the rule. Negro children, 
wherever tihe facts have been studied, 
have fewer cases of these diseases 
and fewer deaths in proportion to the 
population exposed. The most reliable 
data are those for deaths. 
Among 


white .children insured in -the Indus- 
trial Department of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, for exam- 
ple, the death rate for measles for 
tihe ten-year period 
1911 to 1920 i 


was 8.9 per 
100,000; for 
colored! 


children the rate was only 4.8. For 
diphtheria the figures for the same 
period are: White, 25.1; 
colored, 


8.4 For scarlet fever the death rates 
are: White, 7.6; colored, 1.6. 


The report of Dr. 
L.ove and Dr. 


Davenport on the incidence of dis- 
ease among white and colored troops 
during 
the late war shows 
very 
clearly that these diseases were much 
more 
frequently 
reported 
among 


white troops than among the colored. 
In addition to these diseases we find 
a record of relative immunity among 
the Negroes for such icoiiditions as 
yellow fever, erysipelas and cancer 
of the skin. These diseases share with 
the above the characteristic of hav- 
ing (definite skin manifectations. 


The group as a whole, formes a 
considerable number of 
conditions 


in which Negroes enjoy a greater im- 
munity than do whites. Just what 
part the pecularities of tlie 
Negro 


skin play in bringing this immunity 
about is still an unsolved question, 
says the New York Medical Journal. 
It has been suggested tbat the heav- 
ier pigmentation and more pronoun- 
ced secretory activities of the sweat 
glands 
offer 
greater 
protection 


against these diseases than 
among 


the whites. 
With reference to the 
epidemic 


diseases noted above, it 
should be 


remembered that even though color- 
ed people have fewer cases of these 
conditions they are prone to suffer 
more severely when they are attack- 
ed In other words, the case fatality 
rates for some of these conditions at 
least, are higher for the colored than 
they are for the whiles. Their im- 
munity consists in their racial capa- 
city to resist infection rather than in 
a superior resistenee to the ravages 
of these diseases when once attacked. 


In addition to these diseases with 


skin manifestations Negroes appear 
to have greater immunity from at- 
tack from diseases which 
reflect 


metabolic disturbances. Diabetes is 
an example. In the ten-year period 
1911 to 1920 the death rate among 
industrial policyholders 
was 
14.8 


for Whites and 
11.1 
for 
colored. 


Metabolic diseases are very definite- 
ly related to the stability of 
the 


nervous system and it is interesting 
in this connection to find Dr. Love| 
and Dr. Davenport 
reporting that 


"the nervous system, of 
uninfected 


Negroes 
shows fewer cases of in- 


stability than that of the whites."

Some curious 
experiments as to 


the effect of the color of 
the soil 


•were 
recently 
described 
in 
the 


French journal La Traction Modern 
and quoted in the Scientific Ameri- 
can. These experiments were made 
in a vineyard. The surface of the soil 
was lightly covered with reinforced 
concrete, a suitable space being left 
vacant around each vine stock. One- 
third of this concrete 
surface was 


painted white, another third ochre 
red, and the remainder black; the 
results were very remarkable, since 
in those plots which had been paint- 
ed red and black the vines were 
twice as vigorous as on the white 
plots. The reason for this is that the 
temperature of the ground Is con- 
siderably ihigher in those areas hav- 
ing either a red or a bla-ck 
color, 


and this increase of temperature haa 
an immediate effect upon the growth 
of the plants. These studies throw 
light on the superiority of the soil 
of certain territory, such as the black 
in Morocco. It has been noted, too, 
that the earth in some of the best 
grape-bearing localities in the South 
of France is either reddish or black, 
and this no longer appears as a mere 
accident.

MAKE YOUR VOICE HEARD! 


Secretary Mellon of the treasury. In; 


a letter to Representative Fortta«y,j 
chairman of the committee on way»i 
and means of the house of represeata-i 
tlves, says: "Ordinary expenditures1 
for the first three quarters of the fl»-f 
cal year, 1921, have been $3,783,771,-; 
996.74, or at the rate of about $5.000,-' 
000,000 for the year. . . According1 
to the latest estimates of the spending' 
departments. . . ordinary erpendi-' 
tures during the fiscal year, 1922, in. 
eluding interest on the public debt,, 
will be over $4,000,000,000. 


"The nation cannot continue to 


spend at this shocking rate. As the 
President said in his message, the bur- 
den is unbearable, and there are two 
avenues of relief, 'One is resistance 
in appropriation and the other is the 
utmost economy in administration.'" 


R. C. Leffingwell, formerly an assis- 


tant secretary of the treasury, whom 
I have quoted previously in these ar- 
ticles, and who is still deeply and ac- 
tively interested in securing retrench- 
ment in national expenditures, com- 
menting on this utterance of Secretary 
Mellon, says: "Why should there be 
retrenchment in public expendlture?- 
Why does the secretary of the treas- 
ury speak of current and estimated ex- 
penditures as shocking? What is the-* 
evil that we are discussing and what. 
Is its effect? 


"Government expenditures must be 


met from taxes. To the extent that 
they are met promptly from taxes an<J 
from honest taxes directly laid upon 
the Incomes of the people, and in pro- 
portion to those Incomes, exaggeration 
of the evil of government expenditure 
Is avoided. 
Government expenditure 


takes the money of all the people for 
the supposed benefit of a portion of- 
the people, honestly or dishonestly, 
equally or unequally, avowedly by di- 
rect taxation, or surreptitiously by the 
indirect taxation which results frdm 
Inflation of currency and credit and 
of the public debt. 


"Government expenditure takes the 


fruits of the earth and the labor of 
the people and diverts them from the 
productive and reproductive enter- 
prises of men, from the natural enjoy- 
ment of the men, who by their pru- 
dence, foresight and effort, created the 
wealth and made it available, to the 
sometimes benevolent and sometimes 
belligerent, but almost alwajs econom- 
ically wasteful, purposes of govern- 
ment. 


"Government exploits all of us for 


the benefit, or supposed benefit, of 
some of us. 
Yielding to the vague 


aspirations of men for a better world 
or a better distribution of the good 
things of this earth, government Im- 
poses upon all o£ us ever-increasing 
burdens in the effort to benefit vocif- 
erous and organized minorities. 


""Each of the executive denartraents 


Ia concerned to improve its service, 
and to discover new and useful fields 
of service. 
The entire organization 


of the army, of the navy, of each of 
the departments, independent offices 
and agencies of the government, is de- 
voted to an Important task. Its par- 
ticular function seems of vital use- 
fulness, even necessity. Experts In 
each are alive to Its defects and to, 
the opportunities for usefulness whlcbx 
have not been availed of. 


"The secretary, or other head of 


the department, drawn from private- 
life, perhaps wholly Ignorant at the 
outset of the nature and extent of its- 
problems, promptly becomes the advo- 
cate of the policies and demands of 
his permanent assistants and bureau 
chiefs. 
If he does not become such 


advocate, he may break down the 
morale of his organization and possibly 
lose the confidence of his personnel. 


"Behind it all Is the pressure of or- 


ganised interests In the constituencies, 
which are the beneficiaries of specific 
expenditures, operating upon politi- 
cians, executive departments, senators 
and congressmen. The strident voice 
of greed is heard in the market place 
and in legislative halls; the voice of 
the people is barely audible. 


"The fact that each project is con- 


sidered separately, without reference, 
cither in executive departments O) 
congress, to v, ays and means •-.. financ 
ing it, prevents concentration «f popu- 
lar opinion on the av ful t.'til.
